A witness in court recently testified 
tht* there was in Tiffany'a a wasrfari-: 
pression of > diamond alleged to have 
boon stolen. A-raportcr'.of the <8tm 
asKcd at Tiffany &"Co.'s:for information 
as to their methods of recording and 
identifying diamonds. 
.. Mr. J. R. Andrews, who has charge 
oL the diamond department, said that 
the statement was erroneous. «'We do 
not take wax impressions of diamonds," 
ho said," "except when we send an order 
abroad-for a diamond of a special shape 
or order to match one wo have. It 
•'would be very hard to describe all tho 
facets ot. a diamond so that it could bo 
'matched exactly, but by taking a was 
impression wo can reproduce the exact 
size or shape. Still, a wax impression 
.would givo no idea of color or purity, 
and these characteristics make all the 
difference in the world, in, the value of 
precious stones.' A diamond as big as a 
•littlo pea may be wortlv^iJOO .or it may 
bo worth" $3,000."

unset diamonds ?" 
" Mr. Andrews took the reporter into a

It is 
weighed, any chip or flaw is noted, and 
all these facts arc recorded together 
with a littlo diagram indicating the lo- 
cation of tho defects. Then it goes into 
the workman's hands. This enables us. 
to be certain that-wo arc returning ex-i 
actly tho same diamond that wo take in. 
Not one diamond in a thousand is free' 
from flaws, so that there are always: 
identifying characteristics. People are. 
frequently surprised to find their dla-| 
monds have defects, but it is often the 
case that the cutter will leave in a flaw, 
that can be qqvercd by the sotting, as' 
very frequently ;the cutting out of ado- 
feet would, lose a .half carat or more of 
weight."

Recent Iniprovonicuts in Telegraphy. 


Tho chief patents controlled by tho 


newly organized Postal Telegraph Com- 
pany are thosro known as the I,oo-o-0 
rapid automatic system, patented this 
spring by W. A. Lo?.ro,an Englishman, 
who has been m business In .this city for 
some years; tho Leggo fac-similo sys- 
tem; the Gray harmonic multiple system 
ana the patent compound steel copper- 
coated wire, such as is now used by tho 
.Kapid Telegraph Company. These foul- 
patents arc what the new company re- 
lies upon to raako telegraphy so cheap 
tnat it will cost but little more to send 
a telegraphic dispatch tliau to send a 
written message through the mails. 


A reporter of the Evening. Post found

^Taking, the automatic system first 
the reporter was shown a slowly re-

Broad Tires for Farm-Wagons. 


It was formerly the custom in somo 


parts of Massachusetts—and iiossibly is 
so still—to remit the toll on farrn-wao-- 
ons having a certain width of tire. Tlio 
theory was that they mended rather 
than marred tlio road-bed, and hence it 
was good policy to encourage the use 
of broad-tired wheels for heavy lumber 
wagons. Tho same principle is reco«-- 
nized in England, where tho rate of 
tolls is less for wagons with broad 
wheels than for those with narrow 
ones, flic roads in this country are 
generally so poor that it would bo well 
if tho use of bro.ail tires could become 
nioi-o common. Tlie reasons in favor 
of them are thus stated by the Ameri- 
can Cultivator: 
• 


In our opinion tiros throe and a half 
inches in width would prove of easier 
draft, than those measuring but two 
inches wide. Of course the load is no 
heavier with tho use of the wide tire 
and it is distributed over a .surface of 
thrc,3 and .a half inches in place of two 
inches. The roslsl-aneo would bo about 
the same in. bulJi cases, though in the 
case of the wide tire distributed over 
nearly double the surface. Tho de- 
pression caused by tho broad tiros 
would'not exceed one-half that caused 
by the narrow ones. This cuttino-made 
by the narrow tiros increases the draft 
to :ui extent far beyond'the common es- 
tniia'te. As tho cutting iip of the roads 
is lessened through the use of broad 
tires, tho cost of their maintenance is 
considerably diminished. 


Forfm-ui purposes broad tires arc de- 


cidedly preferable to narrow wheels 
No one cures to liavo his grass lands cut 
np by wheels if .it can be avoided, an 
injury which is less likelv to be inllict- 
ed by broad than by narrow wheels. A 
team supplied with the broad tires will 
Iraw a load of •jiiaivnrc with far <n-oater 
ease over fallow ground'than that with 
tho narrow tires, by reason of the di- 
minished amount of cuttino- in the 
ground.
